A Report To The People 


By Harrison Goodhue for the Commission on Aging 

In the Summer and Fall of 1980 we told you through the 
columns of The Avalanche that the wonderful work of the 
Crawford County Senior Citizens Center would come to an 
end unless the people of Crawford County would tax them- 
selves a half mill per year to provide the money needed to 
carry on the Center’s work because Federa! and State fund- 
ing was going to be radically reduced in the immediate 
future, 

As you should recall, the good citizens of this community 
responded by overwhelmingly voting to support the Center; 
the millage proposal was approved at the November 1980 
elections; and the tax funding would begin with 1981 taxes, 
payable beginning in December 1981. 

This report is to tell you what happended in 1981 and the 
prospects for the coming years. 

In this report we will use the term “‘year’’, but, the 
figures are related to the Center’s fiscal year which begins 
October Ist and ends September 30th, not to calendar years. 

_ In the Summer of 1980 we explained how the Center was 
basically funded by approximately $110,000 in Federal and 
State Grants and $10,000 from Crawford County General Tax 
Fund; and, that it was anticipated the $110,000 government 
grants would shrink to about $45,000 by fiscal year 1982; and

and over population live on 
incomes below the poverty 
level and almost one-fourth 
are near poor. The median 
income of $11,310 for an 
elderly family and $4,652 for 
an older individual living 
alone cannot compete with 
inflation. 

Almost 200 RSVP Volun- 
teers work in 11 Fixed- 
Income Consumer Coun- 
seling (FICC) projects 
iativnwide, helping peopie 
better manage their money, 
receive better health care 
and other benefits to which 
they are entitled and helping 
them avoid consumer fraud 
traps. 

RSVP volunteers in 
California and Savannah, 
Georgia, to name two places 
provide seniors with infor- 
mation on referral 
programs, housing assistan- 
ce benefits and tax credits to 
which they are entitled. 
Volunteers help seniors 
analyze their insurance 
coverage as well as helping 
seniors manage their money 
as well as food buying tips, 
and menu-planning for low- 
cost nutritious meals.

An upstart group, calling itself 
(@ Tax Reform in Michigan (TRIM) has 
announced the launching of a peti- 
tion drive to put a proposed con- 
stitutional amendment on_ the 
November bailot that would elimi- 
nate property taxes as the basis for 
school financing. 

As an alternative to property 
taxes, the group proposes to sub- 
stitute several other taxes to sup- 
port education. 

The proposal could save more 

f @ than $2.5 billion in property taxes 
and a potential $836 million total 
cut in state revenues. 

The plan was announced recently 
by Mecosta County Commissioner 
James Obert. 

To pay the cost of K-12 school aid, - 
the TRIM amendment would in- 
crease state income and sales taxes 
to 5 percent from the current 4.6 and 

je 4 percent levels, respectively. 

Of the total, one percent of each 
tax would be allocated to public 
schools, | 

Also specifically allocated to 
schools would be 25 percent of all 
business taxes and oil and gas 
‘production lease revenue and royal- 
ties. 

Additionaliy, local schoo! districts 
could implement, with local voter 
approval, local income taxes that 

@ would receive a 50 percent match 
from the state government. 

The proposal will guarantee 
property tax relief to those over- 
burdened by the tax, Obert said. 
But, he added, it will not affect 
property tax paid to finance local 
governments and to pay off build- 
ings in the school district. 

: The state could lose up to $826 
@ million through the proposal, but 
there would be no lost revenue if the 
state decided against cutting 
business property taxes, Obert said,

Under the agreement reached with 
the government, Michigan Bell and 
the other Bell Telephone  sub- 
sidiaries would be divested from the 
parent corporation, a move the Pub- 
lic Service Commission of Michigan 
feared could double to triple the 
current basic residential and 
business phone rates. 

Federal Judge Harold Green has 
refused to rule on the agreement un- 
til a period of public comment has 
passed.

if that difference was not made up by local tax funding the 
Center, as we know it, could not go on. 

In the figures detailed below of the 1982 fiscal year 
operating budget for the Center, the Federal & State Grants 
have declined to $43,719 as anticipated, and after recognizing 
other miscellaneous income and funding, the Center will 
need another $75,000 to cover it’s operating costs. 

The millage is forecast to bring the Center $70,000 in this 
1982 fiscal year, leaving roughly $5000 to be raised by the 
Senior Citizens themselves through their many fund raising 


activities: 


Bingo, craft sales, bake sales, quilts, flea 
markets-you name it, they do it! 


Fiscal 1981 was the roughest financial period the Center 
has ever experienced. There were tremendous reductions in 
previously approved funding from the Government both 
State and Federal, and the Center had to trim personnel and 
programs sharply; off-setting paid trained staff personnel 
wherever possible with Volunteers; but in many instances 
having to eliminate specific and beneficial programs. 

However, under the determined leadership of Lora 
Gould, the Seniors rallied totally to support their beloved 
“Center” and it survived! And, thanks to the tax support of 
the folks of Crawford County, the Center will be kept alive 


as long as there are no more radical cuts in government fund-

‘Time for This 

One to Come Home”’ 

My journey home was en- 
joyed at the leisurely pace of 
the whole trip; thus, it 
allowed me the opportunity 
to visit friends, meet new 
people, and take in many 
sights as well, Hee anneal 


Ferry south, te planned 
overlays in each of the small 
cities along the route. The 
ferry is a pleasant way to 
travel, and it operates year 
round, offering reduced 
rates between October and 


May (free passenger fare for 


senior citizens). I found the 
atmosphere casual and the 
crew friendly. 

My first stop was Sitka, 
the first Alaskan settlement 
and the only city facing the 
open sea along the ferry 


- path. The people of Sitka are 


openhearted, and a historic 
church and a dance troupe 
reflect their Russian 
heritage. There is also a 
small college there, and 
during my stay I joined a 
fishery class in spawning 
operations. A student obser- 
ver asked why so many 
salmon were jumping out of 
the water. At the time, I 
though overcrowding in the 
channel caused certain fish 


“ to jump out of frustration, 
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but the instructor said 
female salmon were 
loosening their eggs by jum- 
ping out of the water, turn- 
ing, and landing on their 
sides. I watched the activity 
with renewed interest and 
insight. 

From Sitka, the ferry 
meandered throughout the 
inland waterway, and the 
captain would frequently 
slow down and even circle 
the ferry around when a 
whale was sighted, announ- 
cing it over the intercom for 
passengers inside. I was im- 
pressed by the captain's ef- 
forts, because changing 
tides require a fairly tight 
schedule; be late for certain 
channel maneuvers and it’s 
a six hour delay. The grace 
of a diving whale and its 
waving tail is a special 
event, however, and schools 
of dolphins ay Re also = 
playing in thes ship’s wak . 

Wrangell, . abe and 
Ketchikan are Working class 
towns and main ports for 
fishing and logging  in- 
dustries. I stopped in each 
for a day, leaving Ketchikan 
(and Alaska) for Prince 
Rupert, B.C., where I caught 
a Canadian ferry to Van- 
couver Island. 

The next phase of my 
return trip was a trail down 
the pacific coast. While 
camping in Washington near 
Cascades National Park, I 
met some New Zealanders, 
and we spent an evening 
singing songs and telling 
jokes (‘Did you hear the one 
about the Aussie...”’). The 
following afternoon I spent 
in Seattle, following my pat- 
tern of checking out camping 
and natural food stores, . 
becoming quickly drained by 
the massive stimuli of the 
big city, and happily taking 
to the open road again. 

Briefly, a trip down the

From the rainforest 
of upper Washington to the 
rocky coastline of Oregon 
and California’s redwood 
forests, one’s aesthetic sen- 
ses are continously 
enlivened. Although = 1 
couldn’t get close to Mount 
St. Helens, the view of Mount 
Rainier standing out in the 
horizon was a fine substitute. 

I spent a week in the San 
Joaquin Valley near Fresno, 
California, and toured Sun- 
maid and Christian 
Brothers. Staying with 
friends in vineyard land, my 
mouth would water during 
daily runs past acres of 
grapes drying on long mats 
next to the road. It was a 
treat seeing grapes for 49 
cents a pound at the grocery 
and feeling even that was too 
much. J soon left California 
for Colorado, then completed 
my trip home to Michigan in 
time for a friend’s wedding, 
and, of course, the haunts of 
Halloween. 

One often hears that the 
view from a mountaintop or 
the view over the Grand 
Canyon makes a person feel 
small and insignificant, a 
miniscule dot on the lan- 
dscape of arth, That 
feeling was with me several 
times, overlooking horizon to 
horizon mountains in 
Canada and Colorado, view- 
ing the expanse of the

wand Back 


Pacific Ocean from the 
Alaskan Ferry, and the 
morning an earthquake (9.75 
on the Richter Scale) woke 
me from a sound sleep in 
Yosemite National Park, 
California, giving me the 
sensation of being surround- 
ed by dozens of locomotives 
revving their engines full 
tilt. These feelings are 
humbling in a way, but they 
also provide enlightening 
perspectives for viewing 
one’s life and for taking ac- 
tion with that life. Travel 
provides unique experiences 
in an atmosphere absent 
familiarity and, thus, urges 
increased awareness to 
minimally cope with and, at 
best, to enhance those ex- 
periences. 

Returning home becomes 
an adventure, too, and one 
learns that daily life is filled 
with mini-adventures: the 
challenge to complete 
routine errands during win- 
ter’s record deep freeze, a 
cross-country outing to Hart- 
wick Pines or Hanson Hills, 
or merely watching ice flow 
down the AuSable in a spark- 
ling sunshine. 

While I hope everyone will 
launch extended trips to 
faraway places, whether it’s 
Alaska, Canada, Mexico, or 
overseas, I hope that oppor- 
tunities for local adventures 
are exercised as well. The 
delicious flavors of life 
should be tasted often.

Whenisa 
Kiss not 
just a Kiss? 


When it’s used to detect 
cystic fibrosis. The Cystic 
Fibrosis Foundation has 
launched a statewide educa- 
tional preject, ‘‘Kiss Your 
Baby” for the week of 
February 7-14. The purpose 
of the week-long venture is to 
alert parents to the sym- 
ptoms of cystic fibrosis and 
other children’s lung 
diseases in the hone that 
early diagnosis and prompt 
treatment (an essential ele- 
ment in lengthening the life 
span of children and young 
adults with CF) will result. 

One of the symptoms of 
cystic fibrosis is an ex- 
tremely salty taste to the CF 
child’s skin, which can be 
detected by kissing or 
tasting them on _ the 
forehead. Other symptoms 
include (1) recurrent wheez- 
ing; (2) persistant coughing 
and excess mucus; (3) 
pneumonia more than once 
during childhood; (4) ex- 
cessive appetite but poor 
weight gain; (5) clubbing 
(enlargement) of the finger- 
tips. 

Suspecting parents are 
directed to consult their 
local physician. 

Cystic fibrosis igs an 
inherited disease for which 
there is neither a cure nor 
control. In CF, a thick, 
sticky mucus clogs the lungs 
and = airways _—_ creating 
breathing difficulties, high 
susceptibility to infection, 
and lung damage. The 
mucus may also interfere 
with digestion by preventing 
the flow of enzymes into the 
small intestine, causing 
malabsorption of food. 
Though both parents must be 
carriers of the gene, one of 
twenty persons in the U.S. is 
a carrier. In Michigan alone, 
there are nearly one-half 
million such carriers. At 
present, there is no definit 
test to determine a carrier of 
the gene.
